One *he chief reasons why We-irwortt) has been able to achieve 
ih lofiy purpose lies in the feet ther the Academy hes been under one 
contmuout admbiictralicM tmo* iti founding. For OM/Iy fHr«»«cora years, 
Colonel Sendford SeKen^was presidenf of Wentworfh. He enioiyiiiii fMW 
of 1h* molt envisbie rKordtr in the hittery of American edticattbn.. 

The Academy was found&d by Stephen G. Wentworth, scion of a 
dittin9uished English family and a prominent Lexington banker, in 1 880. 
ac a mwnorial to hSs dacaawd ton, WiRiam Wantworfh. Mr. Wenfworth 
immediately vested control of the 'mstitutton in the hands of a board of 
trui'cc? c-rrpossd of a duly elected representative of each of the 
Evanvjeiiv^a. cnurchos of Lexington, and a president. Coionel SeKerj was 
called to the new school in its first year and remained as its active heed 
unta I93B. Mr. Wentworfh4aityMj;|«^^^j^^ 
until his deeth in 1897. 

It was the firm conviction of the founder, his board of trustee and 
President SeBars that a military boarding school provides the most effec- 
Kve possible nteans for giving young men the thorough mental, moral 
end physical training necessary tc dovylcp 'n them th<5 highest traits of 
manhood. Thus, Wentwofth became the first military school In the Mis-

In addition, the War Depart- 
ment furnishes around $50,000 worth of equipment to be useid 
for instruction purpoce$, Wantworth it one of the original Honor 
Schools of the Uni{«d| Statw, the highest rating given by the War 
Department. The Academy hat been a unit of the Reserve Of- 
ficers' Training Corpc from the tim^ that organization was^
